ORDER 

(Passed on this 14th day of September, 1998) 

No. Advt./IO/IV/l43/98-Eity.—The Authority had, vide its order dated 22 August, 1997, amended the existing sub . 
sections (A), (B), (C), (E) & (F) of section V of the Docks Scale of rates of the Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT). 

2. Subsequently, on account of a typographical error in the Notification, the Authority passed another Order on 
23rd day of October, 1997, amending sub-section C (1) relating to charges on Container handling equipment, substituting the 
entry 'over 20 feet and upto 20 feet' by the entry 'over 20 feet and upto 40 feet'. 

3. There was delay in the communication of the order dated 23 day of October, 97 to the MBPT and fiirther delay 
on the part of the MBPT who would circulate it to the port users/representative bodies of the port users only on 3 February, 98, 

4. There has been a representation from the Mumbai and Nhava-Sheva Ship-Intermodal Agents' Association 
(MANSAA) that, since the order was circulated by the Port Trust only on 3 February, 98 the order passed the Authority on 
22 August, 97 maybe made applicable with effect only from 3 February, 98. 

5. The request made by MANSAA has been considered. Retrospective application of the order will cause confusion 
and avoidable hardship. The policy adopted by the Authority also envisages only prospective application. And, the users 
concerned has not in any way been responsible for the delay involved. The Authority is, therefore, inclined to accept it, and 
hereby orders that the revised rates notified on 22 August, 97 shall be made applicable with effiset from 3 February, 98.
